ORIGIN OF THE FIRE,

It appears that early inst evening the werkmen
discovered the smell of gas, and aboat # o'clock
fouud a fire smounldering in ong of the apartments.
Thin they endeavored 1o sxtiiguish by forcing in
gleam lustead of water, 80 48 not to interrups the
work of exeavation.

THE PLAMES

were thonght to be extingnished, and the men con-

tinwed their nrusl work al nigat, the reguiar relief

having come ou st midnight, he smell of barniog
material inereased As moralog approached, and as
soon #a the situation ef the fire was discovered &
seeond effort wae made o extingulsh it, but this
proved futile, and tae Names 8000 gave svideace of
oblnlug the Inastery,

PREFERATE EFFORTE TORAYE THE STRUCTURE.

The work of bissting apd excavation atones
eonsed, and the men applled every effort 1o suve
the ealssom. After several hours of exhaossing
labor i1t beeame painfally evident that the task
was in vaip, aud orders were lssued to call for as-
Bislance.

AN ALARM

Was rurg on the fire bells, and soon the steamers of
the fire departmeus were on the groanl, The work-
men then abandoned the vault, all reaching the sur-
faee In salety, A messenger wos also sent at the
sauic time for the dre-boat Joha Fuller, of the New
Yerk Fire Departmens, which &t ouce steamed to
the koene.

Hoge was stretohed at a guarter before 10 o'slook,
and water bronght 1o bear on the flames.

At poom an Immense gquantity of water had hesn
poured Into the vaull, but the fire was still burning;

tion of the interior could net then be ascertaioed.
It 19 almost certain that It will have tO ke taken up
and 118 place supplled by a new ome. This, aside
from the peeuniary less, will prove a public calamity,
and delay for years a work the somplevion of which
0 1 entirely Is many years distant at best

DESCIUIPTION OF THE CAISSON,

Some iden of the apprarance of the Interior of
1he ealsson previous 1o the ire may be galned if the
reader imagines a room 170 feet long, 95 feel broad,
and 8 feet Digh, o which B0 men ¢l work at a time
without inconveniences, The sides of this hnge box
are wedge-ahaped, and vary in thickneas from elgat
feet ihree fnchesat the top to eight and s half Inches
at the bottom, This shape l8 of course adopted to
facilitate its total sabmersion. The rool has at
presont a aniform thickussa of tive feet.

The whale chumber 18 constructed of rolld bioeks
of osk and yellow pine timber twelve inches squire,
and i order to exclude the waler the seams have
been earefully canlked with vegeta'le tar. To make
the wa'ls yet more secured a sheathing of lin, en-
closed In Ielt, 18 luseried between the two outslde

h{u the eatszon gradually sinks beneath tha water,
courses of timber are laid upon the roof, and when
these wooden walls have attalned sn altitude of
twenty fect the vacuum was 1o be filled with con-
erete, and upon this ‘muss the foundation of the
brifge was to be placed,

Through the rool ol the csisson six ahafts, made of
bolier plates, communicate with the upper air. Two
of these are the excavatlng shafis, which are
rectangolar in shape and seven fest in diameter,
The two supply shafts or plpes through whick the
workmen gain sccess (o the cnamber boneath, are
forts-five inches In digmeter and are circular in
form. Fioally, the two alr shalts, which are alao
eircular in form, are twenty-oue inches in diameater.
Foroe pumns of great power supply the ehamber
with alr through these tubes, and the atwospheric
pressuregalio exciundes the water, and enables Lue
workmen to descend o the botom of the river.
The culgson cost about §800,000,

FOUR FIHES IN THE COAIBSON.

This & nol the first ocourrence of the kind, Three
bave previonely occurred within the a8t month,
The compres alr withino the cavity of the calsson
renders every Inflamman/e substance espacially so.

The hnge beams In the roof of the caldson are
caulked with tarred oaknm, Gas s genorally used
for Uighting the laterior, but at times, wheo not
obiamable, tallow eandles are used. Tihe proximity
of & candle fName to this onkum, wader the infdu-
ence of compressed alr, has escfl time been the
cause of fts specdy ignition, These fires, however,
were suon discovered, and the Names easily extin-
gulshed by water,

On ope oocasion the cavity was fi'led with steam,
whieh had an vqually eMective resalt,

CONDITION OF THE WORK.

The cajeson is now sunk thircy-aix feet below the
bed ef the river, which is all that 18 theaght neces
gary. It has six chambers. Part of these are com
pletely clesred, and the work of laying stone col-
uiume, four feet ARpArt, to the roof, 18 in progress
there. The rest of the space Is to be filied with
solid eoncrete. The reinaining chambers have still
esrth snd rook upon thelr flooring whaich reguirea
removal. Ecoven tiers of grauite blogks, each thirty
inches thick! and weighlog sixty thoussnpa tons,
Rave beeu luld npon the sunken wood work.

FROM EUROPE.

A Bumming Up of the Late Events,

Loxpox, Dee. 5.—By sifting the vast namber
of confused and contradictory war despaiches
received up to a late honr thie morning, the fact
is undeniable that the French forces yesterday
actually won a victory, s# claimed by them,near
Orleans, but that the Germans certaialy re-
pulsed the French attaek befors Paris. It la
not trne that the Freneh Army of the Loire
effected a junction with Trochn, though the
Prussian llnes were repeatedly and successfully
plerced durlng the engagementi. The bayonel
charges of the French were exceedingly
brilliant.

A Review of the Frerch Movements—-Bravery
of thelr Offieers—The Prusslnus Everywhere
Vietoriauw,

LONDON, Dee, 2.—The special correrpondent of the
Tribune at Veraailles teiegraphs to-day : —“The fight-
fpg on the 80th nitimo was follawed by mno fresh
movement, Yesterday there was s Inll in the Freneh
cannonade, Several amoulancea came out to col-
Ject the woanded, To-day, again, there is heavy
fOriug In the direetion of Charenton. The bright
weather and hard ground are very favorable for the
Germans.

“The following are the details of the fighting be-
fore Paris on the 29th ult.:—It 18 clear thata very
importaut sortie was attempted agaiust Cnolsy-le-
Hol, aud that feigned attacks upon Montretout and
Bezons would have been pushed home had the Pros-
slan lines proved weak. The French began the
movement against Besons jn the middie of the
night of the 28tk by a heavy cannonade from Mont
Valerien and an attempt, real or feigoed, to throw
bridges acrees the Selne,

“A musketry fire #as exchanged between the op-
posite sides of the river., The wnole Prussisn force
was on the peninsula as Carrieres, The foris of St.
Deénis were on the alert. Meautime the kFreunch

were preparing an attack  on  Meatrewout
with imfautry, moving wup from Sarenes,
under cover of the guns of & new

outwork of Mont Velericn, This attack commenced

st 6 yesterday morning, The Prussians were

vigorously shelled. Detachments of Gardes Moblles
began skirmishing. Several Prussian feld batteries
advanced and a large furce of line infautry
wag soon in position v support ihe Jagar com-

anies of the 6th Corps of the Freach, The gun-

Emtl in the Seine took part in the action, and

ehelded the Jagare, The Pruossian batteries did not

reply 1o the French eanuopade, becanse they were
prepared solely agatost the French infantry, which

did ot advanee,

“There were two or three corode attacks on Mon-
tretout, a8 if 1o gtorm the Prussian works; but the
French supports were 8o manceavred as to give
the impression that no orders reached them to ad-
vance, although they were in strong ferce. Thoe
French oMoers, continnally exposing themselves to
hold thelr troopa steady, soffered muoch from the
Jagers' ire, Avout noon the fire from Mont Vale-
rien slackened, and the Gardes Mobiles were with-
drawn,

“The sortie againat Cholsy-le-Rol began a little
Iater than the felnt against Montretout. About 20
battallons came out as # o'clock from Yillejulf aud
advanced on the position of the 6th Prossian Corps,
The guns of & new work at Villejulf supported the
aitack by an Incessaut fire, reaching mainly the
right of the 2d Bavarian Corps, and inficting siight
lossck. The begluning of the movement on the part
of the Frenoh was conducted with great energy, but
they speedily became discouraged under the uhnrp
fire of the besleging ferces, who numasked feld bas-
terles which immediately proved exceedingly am-
noy ing to the French.

“Neiwithstanding the great exertions of thelr
offcers, the attackiog batialions were throws into
disorder. Their supports falled to arrive. The
affair was ever in two hours. The estimated Ger-
man loss I8 100, of whom 80 were Bavarisns; the
rest Prussians of the 6tk Corps. The French loss
was from 500 to 600, including 250 prisoners.

“Rioing toward Choisy-le-Mof, 1 fonud the conn-
try allve with German forces mustering to repe! the
rortie, 'There were 80,000 capabla of concentrating
st any point. The weather was raw and misty. The
Germuaas were in excellent spirits at the prospect of
active work, the men sluging and the bands playing.

*The Wurtembergers on the extrema left were
leavily cannonad last night., There was about
one casunlty for avery 500 shells. There was much
artillery firing during the night from the whoie line
of southern forts. The French everywhere are dis-
playing great activity. The final effort is belleva:l
10 be imminent, The reckliess waste of ammunition
is becanse Trochu koows thal his previslons wiil
fail before his aupply of ppwder 18 exnausted., Tae
cannonade daily grows Neavier.”
